A leading article in the Times, 
as Reuter informs us. contains 
the somewhat cryptic assertion 

that" the conflict batween Chang 
Tso-lio and Wu Pei-fu mey pos- 
sibly represent a stage in the 
process of the unification of 
China.” The further statement 
as to its being “a singular co- 
incidence that the conflict is 
occurring at the moment when 
the Japanese «are evacuatiog 
Shantung” suggests that even 
the chief organs at Hom> are 
considerably in arcear with re- 
gard to their knowledge of devel- 
opments out bere. Chang and 
Wu have been at loggerheads for 
several months, dating from 
before the settlemeat of the 
Shantung problem. 

Asfar asthe conflict between 
Chang and Wr is concerned, it is 
not easy to see how this can 
represent a link in the process of 
unification. Both, by their latest 
declarations, profess a desire for 
the restoration of the Old Parlia- 
ment, the difference being in 
Slretation to the allocation of the 
high offices.

Deadly Drinks. 

The cold-drink season is coming 
on us, end in this connection we 
notice that the health authorities 
in Canton are. to embark on 
measures to sea that iced liquids 
and ice-cream sold in the streets 
by hawkers are-of such a-natore 
as not to endanger the public 
health. The Munivipality is to 
issue orders requiring bawkera ta 
submit saropies of their wares to 
the Health Department for ex- 
amination. From what ve have 
seen of some of the stuff hawked 
about in the streets of Canton, we 
should say that the action is being 
taken nonetaoscon. Incidental- 
ly, there must be a deal of in- 
jarious rubbish served up by 
hawkers io Hongkong also, and 
2s these itinerant traders do a 
roaring business in the sammer 
months with school-children, it is 
uy to the authorities to see that 
every possible precautionis taken 
agsinst tha sale of injarious 
drinks and ice-cream. Some of 
these concoctions appear to be 
fearfully and wonderfully mada, 
and how more of our children do 
not get laid out from the ill-effects 
of such » saborinable-looking 
mixtures is, to us, one of the 
world’a wonders.
